Recent feeding inyuiries from cer- 
tain sectiuns of the vduntry Indicate a 
shortage of feed fur dairy cattle. Un: 
der such. conditions as these. owners 
of dairy cattle are confronted with 
the problem of buying some feed or 
of reducing the herd. They are. as a 
rule, reluctant to reduce che herd. If 
they can onfy gel the herd through the 
winter they -feel that they can then 
carry on to better economic advantage. 

It is not very geod business ta buy 
feed,.even at low prices, and then turn 
around and sell {t to inherently poor 
producing cows. says Hourd's Dulry- 
man, The first step in an intelligent 
solution of this feed shortage problem 
is to find out whether one has’ any 
inherently poor producers and tf so 
which ones they ure. The next step 
is to actually get these cows off the 
farm—sell them to the butcher. An 
empty stall or two will make 
money than a poor cow or. two. when 
one must buy feed: :The third step: is 
to make and feed good rations ta the 
remaining good cows even if sume of 
the feed must be purchased.
